SWEET  PEAS. 

When  Sweet  Peas  are  wanted  in  bloom  for  Winter  or 
early  Spring,  they  should  be  planted  indoors  early  in  Sep- 
tember; and.,  to  have  the  best  results,  the  temperature 
should  not  exceed  45  degrees  at  night,  to  keep  them  stocky 
and  firm.  They  should  have  plenty  of  air  during  the  day  and 
a  full  exposure  to  the  sun.  Splendid  success  may  be  obtained 
from  sowing  Sweet  Peas  in  October  or  November.  A  per- 
fectly drained  soil  so  situated  as  not  to  be  subject  to  too 
frequent  or  severe  freezing  should  be  selected,  and  the  seed 
covered  about  three  inches  deep.
